SEASON’S EXTENSIONS TO BE ON 
BIG SCALE, GENERA 
MANAGER SAYS 
WDMONTON — New constrii.xion 
«ic improvements to operated ‘ines 
iu the nanth coun*t.y involve a pro- 
grarame requiring an expenditure o7 
$4,426,510 this year, stated John W. 
Callaghan, general manager of tue 
Northam Alberta Railways Company 

on Saturday momning. 

For various improvements the out 
lay is placed at $2,076,520, which 
cludes a big programme of mainten- 
amce work, The new construction is 
made up, of 65 miles of railway ex- 
tensions which are expected to cost 
$2,035,000... 

The northern programme includes 
improved staltion facilities otf Falher, 
Rycroft, Clairmont, Bd@aver Lodge, 
Hythe, Grtimshaw and Wanhbam. 
There will also be repairs to engine 
bouses, water tanks, station build- 
ings, telegraph line, etc. 

Additions will be made to the mot- 
ive power and equipment, new load- 
ing platforms and stockyards will be 
built, while there wil also be con- 
siderable done in the way of road- 
way and bridge repairs, 

Conltracts for the new railway ex- 
tensions will likely be awarded be- 
tween Apmil 15 and May 1, so that 
work can star just as soon as wea- 
ther conditions permit.

The deal whereby Peninsular Petro 
ieums Ltd were to take over the as- 
sets of Wainwell Oils Ltd is reported 
to have been sanctioned by the share 
holders. 

Arrangements are now being made 
whereby Peninsular will remew activi 
ties at Wainweill site. This work will 
be confined to the resumption of pump 
ing work on No. 4, the pilacing of the 
refinery in operation and the carry 
ing out of necessany work on No. 2 
whereby the gas volume: may be 
brought back to normal and the con 
sidenable ammount of oi] presumed to 
be available in this hole will be 
‘brought to the surface. In the mean 
time work, with three ghifte, is being 
carried on at Penimsular iocation, 
with excellently equipped standard 
drilling equipment. Some trouble was 
‘experienced in following thd hole 
made, with casing, owing to caveé-ins 
‘occasioned by quicksand, This strata 
to be passed through 
ut any time as the hole proceeds from 
‘the presenit 250 foot level. 

Frank Stevens has returned from 
the East where he spent a month.

Many inquiries as being received 
by both Wainwell and Associated Re 
finerics inquiring as to availability of 
distillate amd fuel oi, from various 
points throughout the west, to be us- 
ed in ‘tractor and other operations 
this Spring so that there will be no 
U-fficulty in the capacity production, 
of these plants being absorbed. 

From inquiries being made, and re- 
ported arrangcments under way, it is 
expected that practically all of the 
ten or twelve concerns now partly de- 
veloped on their acreage here wily re 
sume and extend their activities by 
the advent of suitable weather, and 
road conditions.

COMPLETE FIGURES OF 
ALBERTA'S OIL OUTPUT 


LAST YEAR’S PRODUCTION WAS 
OV.ER 12,000 BARRELS IN 
THE W’GHT. FIELD 


Complete figures of oil production 
in Alberta during the month of De- 
cember 1929, and for the calendar 
year have been compiled in the De- 
partment of the Interior from the re 
ports of the operatons, The record 
shows the tremendous increase in pro 
duction during 1929 as compared 
with the previous year, Jast year’s to- 
tal reaching 999,152 barrels which 
is very close to the estimlted 1,000,000 
banrelis. The 1929 production was 
more than double that of 1928 which 
yielded 489,152 barelis. 

In the Walinwright field the pro- 
duction of cmude oil reached a total 
of 12,332 barnels for the season.

NAMING. OF CREEKS 
* BY OLD PROSPECTORS 


TRAPPERS HAD LAND WHEN 
B. C. WATERWAYS WERE 
CHRISTENED 


VANCOUVER—To a reflective per 
son passing through British Coluin- 
bia’s diversified out-of-doons, this 
threadbare question is garbed with 
freshened imterest when he ponders 
on the names given to some of fhe 
innumerable streams of the province. 

Allong the line of the Canadian Nat 
fonial Railways there are more than 
e few Gold, Silver Copper and Quartz 
creeks to show that prospectons had 
a band in the christening, These and 
otfens of the advance guard of settle 
mentt named many Salmon and Trout 
creeks. There are Goat, Kid, Duck 
Goose Sheep (also a Sheppard), Pup, 
Deer, Grizzly, Silventip, Bear, Cou- 
gar, Whiitegirouse, Eagie, Manriben, 
Mink, Fish-hawk, Caribou, Wolf and 
Porcupine creeks. There is even an 
Octopus creek, and a stream called 
Greasybill. One wonders who this 
Greasy Bill was and what he looked 
like. There are Whitewater, Black- 
water, Coldwater, Clearwater, Green 
and Vermilion creeks. Along the St. 
Manny's river thé creeks on one side 
were named Matthew, Mark, Luke 
and John, by a zealous missionary. 
Later a traveller not quite so devout 
named the creeks flowing into the 
river along his side. These names 
were certainly picturesque, especially 
the one he dubbed Hell-roarin’ Creek, 
Priest and Monk creeks are well 
known. So are Rum, Whiskey, Soda, 
Lemon and Sugar creeks. One finds 
the Kettle river and Puddingbowl 
creek, while away north of the Can 
adian National line west of Jasper 
Park, in the Stuart Lake country, are 
the Frypan mountains. There dre 
Sonw and Snowball creeks, Shipper 
creek and Heart and Pork creeks. 
Also Corn and Blueberry creeks. 
Then there are Knoll, Rock, Summitt, 
Pynamid, Sand and Lost Ledge creek 
This last suggests chusive treasures 
and an old mimoar's blighted hopes. 
But there is a Hope Creek too. Bug- 
aboo creek seems a good place to 
stay away from, while Twobit creek 
suggest small change. 

Many of these names were conferr- 
ed by the questing placer miners of 
fifty and more years ago amd per- 
haps it is significant of their hopes

In closing the debate on second 
reading Hon Perren Baker pointed 
out that. the rights of separate 
schools and the matter of religious 
instruction in schools, had not been 
G.sturbed one way or the other, nor 
did the bill propose jo give greater 
power to the minister, rather it pro- 
posed to tnansfer those powers of the 
minister from the district to the div- 
ision. ; 

Mr Baker agreed that it might be 
anomalous for him to support the 
view that the superintendents and 
supervisors be appointed by the min 
ister, but wide experience had shown 
that it was umwise to divorce en- 
tirely departmental control from 
either. districts or divisions. 

While defending the departmental 
plan under which the minister would 
appoint the division superintendents 
and supervisors, Mr Baker stated that 
bore efficient and independent work 
would be obtained in this way rather 
than allowing the division to appoint 
those officials.

Death’s Door 


Stricken Lumberjack Transported Over Roadless Snows to Hospital. 


HA RBONNEAU’S camp on the 

B:i.baco is a ‘tong way from 
town <r \ ilag.. bot so far as the 
crow {.ies, cniy 60 niles separating 
it from Sturgeon Falls. But, when 
the great white ricntle sweeps 
down from jrvo:en waters to the 
north, Charbonnenu and ‘his men 
might as well be above the Arctic 
Circle so iar as contact with the 
outside world is concerred. The 
comin s of winter always las meant 
complete isolation for the stalwart 
band of lumberjacks who smoke 
and cajole and sleep and eat and 
sometimes work the wintry months 
away. 

Not that they complain. It is a 
ruling of the elements. Somehow, 
a man learns to adopt a frontier 
philosophy when wind or water, ice 
or snow, fire or lava gets out of 
= eae control and reigns uncheck- 
ed. 

True, Sturgeon Falls lies only 60 
miles distant. But such a 6C miles! 
No road leads from camp to town. 
Even in summer, it is only a trail, 
blazed through the bush, that links 
one with the other. And a chain 
of five lakes scatter themselves in 
such way that, winter or summer, 
the going forms anything but a 
pleasure jaunt. 

But; when a _bunk-mate goes 
mal”, the complacency of Char- 
bonneau’s winter camp is disturb- 
ed. And when his life hangs on 
the chance of getting to a hospital 
and surgeon, over lakes and road- 
less tract piled high with snow and 
slush, every mother’s son in camp 
declures excitedly that something 
must be done. A litter, carried by 
his comrades? They never could 
make it. Besides, the sick one 
would not survive the strain. 


Volunteers Rush for Aid 


Help from the Falls? No vehicle 
bad ever traversed that stretch 
after winter fell. Still, it was the 
only hope. Volunteers to push off 


for help? Yes, but only two shall 
go. Out with the snow-shoes and 
off they start, the anxious gaze of 
a score following them as they dis- 
appear beyond the river’s ~bend 
while the cook whispers encourage- 
ment to the sick one. 

A day and a night of anxious 
waiting, the while the sick one’s 
suffering makes the bunkhouse 
echo with agony. Then—relief! 

And, three and one-quarter hours 
later, the sick one was undergoing 
an operation in the hospital at 
Sturgeon Falls! 

Over lakes, five of them, cover- 
ed with from 15 to 18 inches of 
slush. over drifts that rosé to hil- 
lock size; through woods and over 
roadless plains, as strange an am- 
bulance as ever moved saved the 
life of the sick one. Half cater- 
pillar tractor and half skiis on 
which rested a Model A Ford body 
with M. Galipeau at the wheel. 


Galipeau Proud of Ski-like Taxi 


Charbonneau’s men, upon reach- 
ing the Falls, had sought aid from 
hospital and police authorities. All 
had directed them to M. Galipeau, 
he who drives the “winter taxi- 
Ford” regularly, essaying any trip 
his patrons demand of him and 
prone of his reputation of never 

aving failed to deliver his pas- 
sengers, whatever barriers snow, 
ice or blizzard presented. 

“Yes. Jump in. Let’s go,” and 
off the trio started at 4.30, reach- 
ing the familiar camp again at 10 
o’clock. But the return trip, with 
a suffering maniaboard, was nego- 
tiated in a little over three hours. 
Galipeau was more familiar with 
the route. T ¢ highest drifts failed 
to stop them, as the outfit sinks no 
more than eight to ten inches in 
snow. 

In another week or so, the sick 
one plans to return to his mates up 
with Charbonneau. And Gallipeau 
will drive him there.
